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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Northampton  R.D.C. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
myself  and  Mr.  Miller  for  the  year  I960. 

The  statistics  agree  generally  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the 
County,  as  do  the  cases  of  infectious  disease.  No  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  were  notified  although  one  death  was  attributed  to 
this  cause.  One  hopes  the  immunisation  campaign  is  now  bearing 
fruit  although  the  percentage  is  still  far  too  low  of  those  who 
should  be  immunised  against  Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  pleasant  to  see  that  the  older  Council  Houses  are  being 
gradually  modernised  and  also  that  private  owners  are  taking 
advantage  of  grants  for  improvement  of  their  houses. 

It  is  with  regret  that  one  notes  there  are  still  409  pail 
closets  in  this  area  which  has  spent  so  much  on  proper  sewage 
schemes.  This,  however,  is  an  improvement  since  1950  when  there 
were  1,905  pail  closets. 

The  health  of  the  District  in  general  has  been  good  and  with 
all  the  villages  now  sewered  and  supplied  with  water  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  inhabitants  should  not  remain  in  good  health.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area . 


1 .  Water . 

Again  I  have  to  record  that  the  main  Public  Water  Supply 
is  not  yet  available  for  Castle  Ashby,  the  only  parish  in  the 
district  without  this  service.  The  existing  supply  has  been 
taken  over  by  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  connection  -will  be  made  to  the  main  supply  before 
long.  In  the  meantime  the  Castle  Ashby  supply  is 
systematically  chlorinated. 

At  present  there  are  eleven  known  public  wells.  Of 
these  three  have  pumps  in  working  order.

Generally  speaking ,  the  District  has  a  high  standard  as  regards  the 
purity  of  water  supplies.  The  main  supply  is  now  available  to  all  Parishes 
in  the  District  excepting  Castle  Ashby  and  Whist on,  where  the  local  supplies 
are  chlorinated. 

Out  of  11  known  public  wells,  only  three  v/ere  in  use  during  i960,  as 
was  so  in  1959. 

During  the  year  no  sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

Swimming  Pool. 

During  the  season  95  samples  of  water  from  The  one  privately  owned  public 
swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  93  were 
satisfactory  and  3  showed  that  faecal  coli  were  present. 

During  the  summer  season  regular  visits  were  made  to  the  swimming  pool 
to  check  on  efficiency  of  the  break-point  chlorination  plant, both  by  taking 
samples  of  the  water  and  by  comparator  tests  for  residual  chlorine. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites. 

During  the  year  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960, 
came  into  force.  Appropriate  action  was  initiated  to  keep  the  occupiers  of 
existing  caravan  sites  informed  as  to  renewed  applications  necessitated  by 
the  Act,  which  makes  planning  considerations  of  paramount  importance.  Later 
in  the  year  the  Council  approved  and  confirmed  revised  regulations  for  camping 
sites  to  cover  caravans  hutment  camps  and  other  erections  of  this  character.

HOUSING. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  again  been  done  Gurin0  the 
year  in  the  modernisation  of  older  private  houses  by  means  of  the 
tw'o  kinds  of  improvement  grants,  the  one  to  provide  health 
amenities  only  whilst  the  other  assists  in  the  more  far  reaching 
betterment  of  conditions. 

Over  a  hundred  of  the  older  council  houses  were  improved  and 
brought  up  to  a  modern  standard  of  health  amenities  during  the 
year.

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MILK  REGULATIONS. 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  194-9,  six  supplementary  licences  were  issued  during 
the  year,  to  enable  firms  from  outside  the  area  to  retail  pasteurised 
milk  within  the  District,  and  three  licences  were  issued  for  sterilised 
milk  to  be  sold.  Three  licences  were  issued  to  traders  outside  the  area 
to  sell  raw  tuberculin  tested  milk  in  the  area. 

Ten  licences  were  also  issued  to  enable  dealers  whose  premises  are 
within  the  District  to  sell  milk  under  the  special  designation 
'Pasteurised';  two  for  the  special  designation  'Sterilised'  and  two  for 
the  special  designation  'Tuberculin  tested'.

FOOD  PREMISES. 


The  survey  of  food  premises  has  proceeded  steadily,  an  increased 
amount  of  work  having  been  achieved  during  the  year,  apart  from 
relatively  fewer  premises  where  lower  standards  of  cleanliness  obtained 
the  overall  standard  was  good.  During  the  period  four  food  premises 
v/ere  opened  for  business  whilst  tliree  were  closed. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  63  premises  registered  for  the  retail  storage  and  sale 
of  ice  cream  in  the  District.  Routine  sampling  of  the  products  is 
carried  out  for  bacteriological  examination.  No  ice  cream  is  now 
manufactured  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  25  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  and  subject  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.

The  throughput  at  the  slaughterhouses  showed  a  decrease  in  the  year 
for  the  first  time  since  decontrol.  This  was  due  to  the  abnormal  number 
of  sheep  slaughtered  in  1959,  31078  head  as  compared  with  1%251  in  1958. 
This  year  the  figure  dropped  to  25619.

83  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  Spirit  and  Petroleum  Mixtures.  3  new  licences  were  issued.
